Huge Telescope Owned 
By Gettysburg College 


Seized with a severe heart attack 
! on B altim ore street, shortly before IO 
o’clock, Saturday evening, George M. 
Deatrick, Republican m em ber of the 
board of Adams county auditors, died 
suddenly a t his home, ‘234 E ast Middle 
street, ten m inutes a fte r he was taken 
there. 


Mr. D eatrick was apparently in the 
best of health when he left his home 
earlier in the evening. 
He had a s­ 
sisted with the fam ily m arketing, and 
, was about to retu rn home, when, in 
front of N. L. Minter’s green grocery 
i store, he was suddenly seized w ith a 
1 violent 
heart 
attack. 
Although 
suffering severely from shortness of 
breath, Mr. D eatrick was able to walk 
from the autom obie, which took him 
from the store to his home, to the 
house, with slight assistance. 
Fails To Rally 
A local physician was im m ediately 
summoned, but the stricken man died 
w ithout rallying to the efforts of the 
doctor to save his life. 
N ot 
more 
than fifteen m inutes elapsed between 
the tim e he suffered the attack and 
his death. 


M r. D eatrick was serving his sec­ 
ond term as a county auditor, having 
been re-elected to 
th a t 
position in 
1923. He was first elected to th at post 
in 1919, serving four years. 
He took 
p art in the audit of 
the 
county ac­ 
counts at the court house on S aturday, 
and co-workers said he seemed in the 
best of spirits. 
The auditors are just 
finishing th eir work on the 1924 ac­ 
counts of the various county officials. 
Born in M um m asburg, a son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Michael D eatrick, 
the deceased was aged 50 years.
